Promoted Young Officers. 

Hore-Belisha’s policy of promot- 
ing young officers over the heads 
ef older ones was said to have con- 
tributed to his failure to get along 
with Lord Gort, head of the British 
Expeditionary Force in France and 
himself one of the younger men 
whom Hore-Belisha had advanced 
to high position. 

The 43-year-old Minister's ad- 
vocacy of a unified command on 
the Western front under the French 
General Maurice Gustave Gamelin, 
was reported to have received scant 
support from his officers. He was 
said to have encountered opposition 
of Air Minister Sir Kingsley Wood 
when he urged a single command 
for the air force and army ip 
France. 

Prime Minister Chamberlain was 
reported, in order to preserve peace 
in the Government, to have asked 
Hore-Belisha to take Starniey’s 
Board of Trade job, but Hore-Be- 
lisha refused. His letter of resig- 
mation said “for reasons I gave you 
verbally” he could mot accept an- 
ether office.

Bulgarian Details. 


MOSCOW, Jan. 6 (AP).—Russia 
has signed a three-year commer- 


cial and navigation agreement with 
Bulgaria, ratified a trade treaty 
with China, and continues negotia- 
tions for a similar compact with 
Japan. 

Tass (official Soviet news agen- 
cy) which made the announce- 
ments yesterday, said the Bulgari- 
an treaty provides for “consider- 
able extension of trade,” and in- 
cludes a reciprocal most-favored 
nation clause. 

It said Russia would export ag- 
ricultural machinery, ferrous met- 
als, oil products, fertilizers, chem- 
icals, cellulose and cotton, in re- 
turn for Bulgarian pork, hides, 
rice, tobacco and rose oil. 

Terms of the navigation section 
were not disclosed, but some re- 
ports said it calls for a new ship- 
ping line between Odessa and Var- 
na, Black Sea ports. 

The treaty with China, negotiat- 
ed last June 16, contains a most- 
favored nation clause and provides 
for maintenance of trade missions 
in the two countries.

NAZIS’ WARNING 
TO SCANDINAVIA 


BERLIN, Jan. 6 (AP).—The Nazi 
press warned Norway and Sweden 
anew yesterday against providing 
transit for British-French military 
aid to Russian-invaded Finland.

Swiss Not Alarmed and They View 
Action as Long-Overdue 
Precaution. 

BERNE, Switzerland, Jan. 6 
(AP).—German authorities today 
closed the Basel rail route through 
Switzerland to foreign travelers, 
matching a measure taken by the 
French at the beginning of the war. 

Hereafter all foreigners must 
take the Zurich-Munich route in- 
stead of the Basel-Black Forest 
line which has been operated reg- 
ularly since the. war began within 
full sight of the French Maginot 
line across the Rhine. 

There were reports that the clos- 
ing of the line meant the Germans 
were preparing for some activity on 
the Swiss frontier. The Swiss, how- 
ever, exhibited no anxiety, explain- 
ing they considered it merely a 
long-overdue precaution.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6 (AP).— 
Great Britain was reported yes- 
terday to have arranged to turn 
over to Finland scores of Royal 
Air Force war planes, rather than 
transfer to the Finns planes made 
in this country for Britain. 

The R. A. F. planes were said to 
be fighters of a type superior to 
any used by the invading Russians,

CHICAGO, Wan. 6 (AP).—Accept- 
ing a direct challenge from Presal- 
dent Roosevelt, Senator Robert A. 
Taft (Rep.), Ohio, offered a five 
point program last night which he 
said would balance the national 
budget within two years at a figure 
of about seven billion dollars. 

Taft, a candidate for the Repub- 
lican presidential j§ nomination, 
titled his speech, “Mr. President, 
Here’s How to Balance the Budget.” 


It was delivered before the Chicago 
Bar Association and broadcast na- 
tionally. 

Taft listed these five requisites: 

“First: The President must 
wish and he determined to bal- 
ance the budget. 

“Second: Eliminate bureaus, 
reduce number of employes; re- 
organize. 

“Third: Change method of han- 
dling relief, housing, agriculture, 
Government loans. 

“Fourth: End grants for local 
public works; reduce. Federal 
public works; reduce subsidies. 

“Fifth: Play no favorites; sub- 
ject army and navy estimates to 
critical analysis.” 


Gives Approximate Figure. 

If these five things are done, 
Taft said, “the budget can be bal- 
anced at a figure of approximately 
seven billion dollars, without aban- 
doning a reasonable allowance for 
relief, old-age- pensions, housing 
and soil conservation. If prosperity 
returns, our present tax system 
should provide that amount of 
money.” 

If it failed to do so, Taft added, 
“we will have to increase taxes, 
undesirable as that is, for the alter- 
native is worse.” 

Taft said his authority for the 
budget balancing proposal and “the 
figure at which it can be balanced 
is—no, was — Franklin D. Roose- 
velt.”

TAKES FLEET CONTROL

SAN PEDRO, Cal., Jan. 6 (AP).—

pay their housekeeper.” 

Although suggesting a detailed 
study of the subject, Taft ques- 
tioned the worth of a number of 
New Deal agencies. 

The New Deal, he charged, “has 
increased the number of Federal 
employes from 563,000 in 1933 to 
932,000 today” at an additional pay- 
roll cost of $1,200,000,000. 

Federal farm employes were said 
to be “scattered all over the Unit- 
ed States, wasting the substance of 
the farmer like 4 plague of grass- 
hoppers.” The farm program, Taft 
said, “must be changed so there 
is no detailed regulation of the 
individual farm.” | 

Describing the relief program as 
a “hot potato,” he said it had been 
“misused to justify expenditures 
for every kind of bureaucratic ac- 
tivity.” ) 

He suggested that ali _ relief 
should be “administered by a sin- 
gle local agency . . . with Federal 
assistance equal to about two-thirds 
of the entire cost.” 

If these changes are made, Taft 
estimated, “the cost of relief to 
the Federal Government can be re- 
duced to about $750,000,000 in 1941,” 
compared with a total of about 
twice that amount during the last 
year. . 

Regarding grants and subsidies, 
the Senator said all that was re- 
quired was “leadership toward in- 
dividual self-reliance and common 
sense government.” 

As to army and navy appropria- 
tions, he asserted that $1,775,000,000 


now was being spent annually in|‘ 


peacetime while the President 
sought to expand the military forces 
about one-fourth again. 

Taft charged that “a good deal 
of the new spending is proposed, 
not for the sake of defense, but 
for the sake of spending.” ’

A familiar figure in many fields, 
he was noted particularly for an 
unswerving devotion to tolerance 
and democracy and for his politi- 
cal independence.

In 1936 he was the recipient of 
the annual St. Louis Award for his 
achievement in keeping United 
Charities intact when its dissolu- 
tion was threatened;. for services to 
the city, State and nation, and for) 
“his elevating influence in Civic} 
effairs.”

Studied Year in Berlin.

He learned English rapidly, and in 
1868 was valedictorian of his class 
in Central High School, Fifteenth 
and Olive streets. Four years later 
he took his LL.B. degree in St. 
Louis Law School, affiliated with 
Washington University. He  fol- 
lowed this with a year of study in 


election of that year, in which Mis- 
souri went Republican, he was 
chosen by President Taft to the 
Cabinet post of Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor, created during 
the Theodore Roosevelt administra- 
tion. Congress near the end of the 
Taft administration, divided the 
departments of commerce tand la- 
bor, and the secretary was induct- 
ed into the post of Secretary of 
Commerce, just before the change 
of administrations. 

Controversy arose over his ad- 
ministering of the immigration laws, 
the chief complaint coming from 
the Asiatic Exclusion League, a 
Pacific Coast organization.

I wouldn’t admit 
anyone who does not declare his in- 
tention to become an American citt- 
zen.” 


His efforts were credited with 
bringing about the fur seal treaty 
of 1911 between the United States, 
Great Britain, Japan and Russia, 
to put an end to pelagic, or deep- 
sea, killing of seals in the North 
| Pacific for a period of 15 years. 
| Secretary Nagel was called the 
father of the Chamber of Commerce

A place of eminence in the legal 
profession gave the background for 
this public interest, repeatedly 
shown, in his political views. As 
a lawyer, he was not often in the] 
public eye, his work ‘being delib- 
erative, advisory and supervisory. 

He was better known as a public 
Speaker, ready to respond to invi- 
tations. His tall, spare figure, and 
his keen but kindly face were in 
keeping with the seriousness and 
dignity with which he discussed 
public problems in the hearing of 
many audiences. He was not an 
entertainer, but an instructor, and 
bisanecdotes were not about imag- 
inary personages, but were facts 
from his own observation and ex- 
perience. 

Sen of German Immigrants. 

Born near Columbus, Tex., the 
son of German immigrants, in the 
year of the California gold rush, 
he learned as a boy to hunt with 
bow and arrow, but would not 
shoot nonpredatory animals. Once 
he got nerve to shoot at a deer, 
but was glad he missed. Because 
of the pro-Union sentiments of his: 
father, Dr. Hermann Nagel, phy-| 
ficilan, he and the father fled 
through Mexico in Civil War times 
and made their way here, via sail-

“This SEC business is still .going 
on, you know,” one legislator re- 
marked, in 2xplaining he did not 
get a Christmas gift this season 
from the company or the jovial 
Laun, although he was remembered 
in former years. He said he heard 
“one of the boys” mention that he 
received a Christmas card. 

The reference to “SEC business” 
was to the investigation which has 
been carried on for months by the 
Federal Securities and Exchange 
Commission into the political activi- 
ties of the Union Electric Co., in- 
cluding lavish entertaining of public 
officials and legislators, lobbying 
at the Capitol and campaign con- 
tributions to favored candidates for 
public office. 

The investigation is still in prog- 
ress, and reports have been cir- 
culated around the Capitol that all, 
or virtually all, members of the 
Legislature are being questioned 
by SEC investigators, in some in- 
stances under oath, as to their cam- 
paign funds and any connections 
with various lobbyists. The inquiry 
is said to have interfered with plans 
for running for office this year, 
in one or two _ instances. 

In recent years Laun sent Christ- 
mas gifts, mostly electrical de- 
vices, to most members of the Sen- 
ate and to House members in posi- 
tions of influence. Elective State 
officials, most of whom are mem- 
bers of the State Board of Equal- 
ization, which has the final word 
on tax valuations of property, in- 
cluding utilities, also were remem- 
bered at Christmas in former years. 
The gifts included such things as 
desk radios, percolators, pipes and 
electric clocks. 

Among the officials who said they 
had received Christmas remem- 
brances from Union Electric or 
Laun in the past, but none this 
year, were Attorney-Genera]) Roy 
McKittrick, - Secretary of State 
Dwight H. Brown, State Auditor 
Forrest Smith and State Treasurer 
Robert W. Winn.

‘REAL INCOME’ OF WORKERS 
IN INDUSTRY PUT ABOVE °29 


Up 16.6 Per Cent, Survey Shows; 


Less a Week; Living Costs Lower. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 6 (AP).—The 
average employed American indus- 
trial worker, in the opinion of the 
National Industrial Conference 
Board, had a real income in Novem- 
ber 16.6 per cent higher than he 
had in the boom days of 1929. 

The “real income” was based on 
money earnings adjusted to the 
cost of living. 

The board, which is a private re- 
search organization sponsored 
mainly by industrial companies, re- 
ported yesterday that a survey of 
25. major industries employing 1,- 
680,000 persons in November dis- 
closed: 

Average weekly earnings of 
$28.49, a pay check only \ of 1 
per cent lower than in 1929, while 
the cost of living declined 14.4 per 
cent; for this income, the employe 
worked 19 per cent less time—39.1 
hours a week compared with 48.2 
hours in 1929; wages averaged 72.7 
cents an hour, a rise of 23.2 per

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Jan. 6.—The! 
1940 Democratic campaign in Mis-| 
souri will be officially inaugurated 
in Springfield this evening in 
the midst of one of the merriest 
very political feuds of the many 
which have characterized the par- 


ty’s history. 

The event will be the first of two 
Jackson day dinners, promoted by 
battling factions of the Greene 
| County democracy as state-wide af- 
fairs. A second dinner will be giv- 
en here Monday night by the op- 
posing faction. 

Candidates for pomination for 
State offices are having anxious 
hours over the affair. It has been 
customary for them to make the 
Greene County Jackson day dinner 
the real start of their campaigns. 
Now if they attend one dinner and 
do not attend the other they will 
antagonize a ~ery sizeable element 
of the party, and most of them 
probably will attend both, or 
neither. 

Almost as far back as can be re- 
membered Greene County has been 
a hotbed of factionalism, with the 
factions very evenly matched. The 
Reed-Long “ight for the senatorial 
nomination in 1922 was very bitter 
here, as was the Dougias-Billings 
fight two years ago. In all the 
years of strife over the control of 
the local party organization first 
one group and then the other has 
been in power. 

Stark and Anti-Stark. 

Technically tonight’s banquet will 
be sponsored by the Greene County 
Democratic Committee, and _ the 
Monday night banquet by the Dem- 
ocratic Women’s Club of Greene 
County. But the situation is much 
more complicated than would ap- 
pear from that. 

Virtually all of those who will be 
connected with the Monday night} 
affair are strong supporters of Gov. 
Lioyd C. Stark, while those con- 
nected with tonight's dinner are vio- 
lently anti-Stark, but politically) 
there are wide differences between 
groups within the anti-Stark forces. 

One hears the anti-Stark group 
variously described, It is the Pen- 
dergast crowd, the Senator Clark 
element, little Tammany, the Rube 
Wood organization, Wood being 
president of the Missouri State 
Federation of Labor and Congress- 
man from the Sixth District. There 
is some basis for each of the desig- 
nations, but neither tells the whole 
story. Probably all in it are to be 
counted as Clark supporters, but 
many of these are strongly anti- 
Wood. The Pendergast appellation 
comes more from the fact that the 
so-called Little Tammany group al- 
most invariably upported the can- 
didates put forward by the Kansas 
City ex-boss rather than from any 
direct connection with the Pender- 
gast organization. Mixed through 
it all are personal jealousies as to 
who shall control the party organi- 
zation in the county. 

Long-Time Cleavage. 

Generally speaking the anti-Stark 
group is made up of those who 
supported Senator Reed in 1922, 
and Judge Billings in 1938, while 
the Stark element is chat which 
supported Breckinridge Long 
against Reed, and Judge Douglas 
against Billings. 

The annual Jackson day dinner 
here dateg back to the early 1920's. 
Soon after the women were accord- 
ed the vote, the Greene County sea- 
soned politicians looked upon the 
situation of women in politics as 
something which had to be tol- 
erated, but they did not intend to 
permit the women, to have any very 
active voice in party affairs.

HATCH TO OFFER AMENDMENT |

Author of Law for Including State

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THE MURPHY APPOINTMENT. 

For his fifth appointment to the United States Su- 
preme Court, President Roosevelt has chosen Frank 
Murphy, his Attorney-General for almost a year to 
the day. 

Measured in terms of Mr. Murphy's demonstrated 
qualifications and of the mediocrities occasionally 
called to the Supreme Court, the appointment is ex- 
cellent—and yet it falls short of satisfying hopes 
which were held out for it. There is a disconcerting 
patness about it. The fact that Justice Butler was 
the court’s only Catholic strongly suggested a Cath- 
olic successor. But this served at once to focus at- 
tention on Mr. Murphy as the ranking Catholic in the 
administration, with the result that many Catholic 
lawyers and Judges of established eligibility and wide 
experience were hardly considered. 

There is ample precedent for elevating an Attorney- 
General; Justices Stone and McReynolds, to name 
only sitting dustices, went from the Cabinet. But 
here again the appointment leaves something to be 
desired. Mr. Murphy, it is true, served as Recorder's 
Judge in Detroit, but he is without previous judicial 
experience such as qualified Justices Cardozo and 
Van Devanter. Excepting Justice Black’s term in a 
minor municipal court, the present Supreme bench 
has no member who served as a Judge prior to ap- 
pointment to the Supreme Court. — 

The point is not that the Supreme Court cannot 
function without Judges promoted from the lower 
courts. It is, however, grossly unfair not to recog- 
nize the great public service of the men who make 
up the judiciary. Is there no one among the several 
hundred Judges on the Federal District, Federal Ap- 
pellate and state Supreme Courts worthy of nomina- 
tion to the Supreme Court? The question answers 
itself. Mr. Roosevelt would have done well to go out 
into the country and recognize the excellent work 
which is done year in and year out in many of the 
lower courts. 

Like all Mr. Roosevelt’s Supreme Court appoint- 
ments, the nomination of Mr. Murphy has the color 
of being highly personal. Justice Black was a stanch 
New Dealer in Congress. Justice Reed was Solicitor- 
General. Justice Frankfurter was a close friend and 
trusted adviser. Justice Douglas was intimate in the 
administration, going to the court from the chairman- 
ship of the SEC. Now the President appoints his 
Attorney-General, whom he lifted, incidentally, to a 
top post in the Cabinet after the voters of Michigan 
had rejected Mr. Murphy for a second term in the 
governorship. The personal emphasis is not objec- 
tionable in each separate instance, but when multi- 
plied and compounded, it presents a serious question. 

This is the Supreme Court of the United States, 
not of a single President or of a given outlook. How- 
ever he may have been led to do it, Mr. Hoover dis- 
tinguished himself by appointing Justice Cardozo. 
If recent 4-to-4 divisions recommended to Mr. Roose- 
velt the appointment of another Justice with his own 
general approach to social problems, he could at least 
have gone outside his intimate family circle. 


The appointment, then, is good, but not so good} 


as it might have been. With two sitting Justices ap- 
proaching 78, the President may be called to name 
a sixth member and thus become the only President 
since Jackson to appoint so many. If he is, it may 
be hoped that he will take into account considera- 
tions overlooked this time and in the doing make a 
broader and more reassuring elevation to the people’s 
highest tribunal.

As word comes of her death, the more ancient 
and decrepit movie-goers—all, that is, aged 40 or 
older—will remember the shrieks of unrestrained 
and unsophisticated mirth that the Bunny-Finch two- 
reelers never failed to provoke, and how the message 
on the screen, “One Moment, Please; Operator Is 
Changing Film,” was a welcome respite for aching 
ribs.

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TAFT RETURNS FROM THE CLOAKROOM, 

The Post-Dispatch stated yesterday that President 
Roosevelt’s budget message was distinguished for 
political skill rather than fiscal frankness. That 
leaves the message one up on Senator Robert Taft's 
speech in Chicago last night on how to balance the 
budget. The Ohio Senator’s speech was neither skill- 
ful nor candid. 

Mr. Taft, it will be recalled, is the gentleman who 
ran for the cloakrooms when the Senate was voting 
last spring to add a half-billion dollars to the appro- 
priation for farm subsidies. His speech last night 
was of a piece with that shabby performance. Pos- 
sibly it was a speech he would have liked to avoid. 
But he had made the statement that the budget 
could be balanced in two years, and the President 
had calied his hand. 

So Senator Taft gave his recipe for a balanced 
budget. The ingredients were the same familiar 
platitudes which have been whipped up since time 
immemorial to make political tripe. 

Eliminate bureaus; reduce the number of em- 
ployes; reduce Federal public works; reduce sub- 
sidies; reduce relief expenditures; cut the appropria- 
tions for national defense; restore business confi- 
dence. 

Not one word in the whole 30-minute address 
about doing the fundamental things necessary to 
bring our economy into balance and make unem- 
ployment expenditures unnecessary. Not one syllable 
about removing the subsidies which business and 
industry have been enjoying, and which the farmers 
cited as the reason why they themselves must have 
benefit checks. No sign of recognition that the 
problem is at bottom not one of fiscal policy at all 
‘but of economic policy. 

Senator Taft would have us “psychologize” our- 


selves into a balanced budget and prosperity. ss 
) 


we “must wish and be determined to balance the 
budget.” Secondly, “restore some confidence in busi- 
ness by Teducing the regulation which discourages 
private industry.” ‘ | ' 

If memory serves, these remedies were tried 
without stint or reservation in the administration 
of the last Republican President—and failed to work. 

Patently, the economy should be brought into 
equilibrium and the budget balanced, Possibly it 
could be done in the space of two years by an 
executive with sufficient understanding of the under- 
lying problems: and the courage required to defy 
pressure groups of both the Right and the Left. 

Senator Robert Taft of Ohio is not such a man,

| CHARLES NAGEL. 

There is a vacancy in the St. Louis scene where 
for so long stood the tall figure of Charles Nagel. 
His was a figure tall not only in/ physical stature, 
but in the attainments of mind and heart that 
mark the truly great. Here was a statesman of 
the law, an earnest devotee of human liberty, a 
man of unshakably independent thought, a force for 
constructive action in city, State and nation. 

The life of Mr. Nagel covered 90 years, an ex- 
panse of more than half his country’s history, and 
he bore his four-score’ and 10 with all the hardy 
vigor of a Roman elder. That, in fact, had been 
his role in the community in recent years: a re- 
vered and distinguished figure, always ready to draw 
upon his deep learning and experience for the pub- 
lic benefit, an active participant in everyday affairs. 
Almost until the end, he could have used virtually 
the identical words spoken by Cicero at 84: “The 
senate-house does not miss my strength, nor the 
rostra, nor my friends, nor my clients, nor my 
guests.” 

It was not ambition that made Charles Nagel 
prominent in public life, but a sense of duty and an 
unselfish desire to serve the general welfare. Many 
more offices might have been his had he sought 
them, and had he observed the rigid metes of party 
regularity. But he had no taste for expediency; 
he would sacrifice no conviction for the sake of po- 
litical approval. He served his chosen party well, 
but always remained free to criticise and to split 
his ticket. .Often he helped friends to office, but 
they were never his debtors; to favored judicial 
candidates he invariably said, “I must never be 
tendered any appointment at your hands.” 

Charles Nagel learned his democracy and his tol- 
erance at first hand. His parents had left Germany 
in the ’40s, to find in America. the liberty denied by 
oppressors at home. As an impressionable boy, the 
son of Union sympathizers in a Texas community, 
he was forced to flee with his father for personal 
safgty. Convictions thus implanted doubtless in- 
spired him to humanize enforcement of the immi- 
gration laws, his great work as Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor in the Taft Cabinet. 

When the World War came closer to America, Mr. 
Nagel saw the perils it brought to democracy and 
unity. In those trying days, he counseled strict loy- 
alty to his fellows of German descent, and warned 
the public at large against the hyphen hysteria of 
the day. He lived to see the senseless ban removed, 
and then to sorrow again for his spiritual brothers 
across the sea as Hitlerism, the negation of all that 
Charles Nagel believed, applied its brutal lash. 

Mr. Nagel’s range of interests and activities was 
as broad as his life was long. A stimulus to edu- 
cation, a patron of the arts, a friend of the under- 
privileged, he served the good causes which arose 
in the community. An advocate of business in his 
professional life, he saw the need for restraints on 
over-reaching enterprise, and long sought Federal 
chartering of corporations as a means of establish- 
ing control. 

In the passing of Charles Nagel, St. Louis loses 
its first citizen, and the nation a man who con- 
tributed valuably to its councils. 
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LESSON FOR AMERICAN SHIP OWNERS. 

Those American ship-line operators who had con- 
sidered themselves grievously ill-used by the restric- 
tions of the Neutrality Act should thank their lucky 
stars that they aren’t trying to do business in En- 
gland. For the new British order, requisitioning 
all high-seas shipping for the Government after 
Feb. 1, is meeting with bitter criticism from owners 
of vessels there, who see in it a bureaucratic strait- 


jacket, a new involvement in red tape and a scan-. 


dalous interference with wartime profits. 

This order is one of the inevitable economic ef- 
fects of modern war, and presents another striking 
object lesson for keeping America out. It also 
raises an interesting question: Suppose the American 
ship-line owners had put over their subterfuge and 
transferred some vessels to a foreign flag—one 
executive actually did suggest a switch to British 
registry—and suppose the foreign government then 
had issued a requisition order. Wouldn’t there have 
been some loud wails from the ship-owners, though, 
and frantic pilgrimages to Washington to get some- 
thing done about it? 

Public opinion, which led, the administration to 
reject the flag-transfer dodge, is again proved su- 
premely right. 
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MR. HOLLIWAY’S PROPOSALS. 

Election year in Missouri gets away to an en- 
couraging start with the announcement of a candi- 
date who proposes reforms in the State government 
setup which—marvelous to relate—would reduce the 
patronage of the office he is seeking: This person is 
Robert E. Holliway of Jefferson City, secretary of the 
Public Service Commission, who wants the Democraic 
nomination for State Auditor. 

The State Auditor’s department shouldn't have the 
job of collecting funds and also auditing them, Mr. 
Holliway thinks. So he would have the Legislature 
create a new division, the Revenue Department, to 
which some 175 of the Auditor's staff, those engaged 
in collecting sales tax and’ income taxes, could be 
transferred. 

This proposal is an admirable one for starting a 
debate in a sadly neglected field. The collecting and 
auditing functions ought to be separated, of course, 
but there are other points of overlapping between 
the Treasurer’s and Auditor's offices. A program of 
carefully drafted reorganization would not only trans- 
fer but also eliminate numerous employes all over 
the Capitol. And as to patronage, what is the use 
of merely shifting it around when the real need is 
for its abolition, with institution of a genuine merit 
system? 

Despite its limitations, Mr. Holliway’s proposal is 
most refreshing. Let's hope it opens a debate on 
Missouri's unwieldy and inefficient governmental 
structure that results at least in something being 
done about it, |

His extraordinary talents, 
his delightful personality, his flexible philos- 
ophy and. his dependable integrity may yet 
be counted’ among the most valuable po- 
litical assets of the New Deal’s impending 
struggle for self-preservation. 

It was he who scourged the late Andrew 
H, Mellon for evading his income-tax pay- 
ments; it was he who gave point to the 
New Deal philosophy of restraint of finance 
and industry. He transcended his journal- 
istic appellation of Trust Buster No. 1. 

But more important than his many vic- 
tories and his few defeats in the courts has 
been his concurrent development of a 
philosophy deeply imbedded in the tradi- 
tions of democracy. 

Because he has discovered no reason to 
disbelieve in the present system of polit- 
ical democracy, he has sought means for its 
survival. This, he believes, has been the pur- 
pose of the New Deal, In simple terms, he 
believes in the necessity of the profit sys- 
tem to keep our inherited system of pri- 
vate enterprise going. Government’s duty 
is to keep the system in working order. 

But this must never be done at the ex- 
pense of a political democracy, any more 
than government should settle its policies 
in terms of economics alone. Economics and 
politics are inseparable, but when politics 
ceases to function as a conditioner of eco- 
nomics, then the system fails, and the 
people may seek a substitute that will pre- 
sumably work to their distinct disadvantage. 

Bob Jackson once stated the essence of 
his philosophy when he said, simply: “Any 
system, to survive, must feed its people.”

Many a business man has become choleric 
at mention of Bob Jackson’s name. They 
like to think he is a disciple of the Corco- 
ran-Cohen school of politics, whose chief 
aim, in their distorted minds, is to rid the 
country of business altogether. They base 
their hatred on his several assaults on the 
citadels of bigness, but any study of Bob 
Jackson's career reveals that when spoke up 
sharply, as he did two years ago against 
monopoly, he had no intention of starting 
an old-fashioned trust-busting revival. 

That, he knew, would arrive nowhere 
quickly. What he proposed, and what, 
under Thurman W. Arnold, may eventuate, 
was a streamlined investigation into the 
relationship of industry to democracy, 
whence might evolve a workable relation. 

“So long as the American spirit lives,” he 
once told Wendell H. WillMe in a debate, 
“and democracy survives, so that its spirit 
can be expressed in law, the American Con- 
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' tion and his client’s safety makes it the at- 
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While a lawyer in upstate New York, he 
found his best forum for expression before 
the several bar associations of which he 
was an active member. Here he was un- 
orthodox. With a passion for the law and 
a high regard for its code of ethics, he liked 
to chide his fellow-barristers. Asked to 
speak on taxation before the bar, he said: 

“Bar associations could, if they would, 
contribute powerfully to this: cause of tax 
revision, but, frankly, it seems hopeless to 
count on most bar associations for contribu- 
tions to governmental, economic or social 
service—unless intellectual inertia can be 
considered a contribution.” 

Another time, he said: “The contribution 
of the bar to the balance of social] forces is 
likely always to be on the conservative side. 
Legal training emphasizes the older and 
established values and the price other gen- 
erations have paid for existing institutions. 
Prudent regard for his professional reputa- 


torney’s habit to proceed along well-beaten 
paths and shun the unknown and experi- 
mental. But the possibility of preserving 
the judicial or litigation method of settling 
controversies over facts depends upon the 
bar’s abandoning its traditional hostility to 
progress, its cynical opposition to reform,” 


As a tax expert, Bob Jackson learned 
much about the concentration of wealth in 
America, and his reaction to this knowl- 
edge was what might be expected of one 
inherently unwilling to let “any one man or 
corporation own the town.” 

Bob Jackson is a progressive but not a 
radical, His statements bear repeating: 

“The Constitution is not a legal docu- 
ment. It is a general outline of great pow- 
ers and institutions. In dealing with a na- 
tion whose genius is invention, we cannot 
outlaw, every action that cannot show a 
precedent.” 

“Judges who resort to a tortured construc- 
tion of the Constitution may torture an 
amendement,” he told a Senate committee. 
“You cannot amend a state of mind and 
mental attitude of hostility to the exercise 
of governmental power and of indifference 
to the demands which democracy, attempt- 
ing to survive industrialism, makes upon 
its government.” 

“The Supreme Court's power over legisla- 
tion is not defined or bounded, or even men- 
tioned in the Constitution, but was left to 
lurk in inference.” 

“The only way to insure a reasonably 
steady well-being for the nation as a whole 
is for government to act as an overseer of

Nightmare on Stage. 

To call it sensational is to use 
the expression in its strict mean- 
ing.

~The Post-Gazette said last night 
it has learned Charles M. Schwab, 
the steel man, & multi-millionaire 
for 40 years, died poor. 
“Former business associates of 
Mr. Schwab, younger members of 
the group that Andrew Carnegie 
gathered about him, have discussed 
for weeks the disappearance of the 
once vast Schwab fortune,” stat- 
ed the newspaper. 

Schwab died in New York Sept. 
18. No accounts have as yet been 
filed by the executors of the will 
—Edward H. Schwab, a brother, 
the Empire Trust Co., and W, A. 
Mitchell. 

Agents of William J. Hamilton, 
secretary of the Department of 
Revenue of Pennsylvania, report- 
ed they have been unable to find 
personal or real property in Penn- 
sylvania belonging to Schwab, 
who maintained a summer home 
at Loretto. This magnificent es- 
tate belonged to the. late Mrs. 
Schwab, who left her husband a 
life interest and then bequeathed 
it to relatives. 

In New York, Edward Schwab 
said an accounting would be made 
in Surrogate’s Court within the 
usual six-month limit; but “any 
statement now would be prema- 
ture.” 

Schwab had a spectacular rise 
in the steel industry, starting at 
the age of 18 and becoming chief 
engineer of Carnegie’s Edgar 
Thomson Works within three 
years. -After the U. S. Steel Cor- 
poration was formed, Schwab was 
paid $2,000,000 a year to head it. 

Later he resigned and formed 
the giant Bethlehem Steel Corpo- 
ration. At one time he refused 
$50,000,000 for a half interest in 
this concern. He wag its chair- 
man when he died.

As to Belgium, he said its people 
were innocent sufferers, deserving 
of sympathy, but that the Belgian 
Government-had been guilty of un- 
neutral behavior before the coun- 
try was invaded by Germany. 
Before the national campaign of 
1916 began, several suggestions 
were made that Mr. Nagel be nom- 
inated by the Republican party for 
Vice-President. The ticket chosen 
was Hughes and Fairbanks, After 
the election of President Harding 
in 1920, his selection for a Cabinet 
post was urged. In both cases, the 
argument made in his behalf was 
that the German-Americans should 
have representation. He himself, 
however, expressed disapproval of 
“the hyphen” in politics. 

Opposed League of Nations. 
Contributing in 1920 to the fund 
of the Committee of 48, which 
planned a third-party movement, 
he explained that he indorsed the 
committee’s free speech platform. 
He supported the ‘Republican tick- 
et, chiefly because of his pro- 
nounced opposition to the League 
of Nations. 

“IT am opposed.to the League, 
with or without reservations,” he 
said in a campaign speech. “It 
never was intended to give peace, 
but to support imperialism!” He 
joined in the “house-cleaner” move- 
ment in Missouri Republicanism, 
directed against Jacob L. Babler 
as National Committeeman. 

He broke away from the local 
Republican organization in 1921 and 
supported James W. Byrnes, Demo- 
cratim nominee, against Mayor Kiel, 
who was elected for a third term. 
In 1922, when Senator James A. 
Reed, Democrat, had the severest 
fight of his career for his third 
term, Mr, Nagel indorsed him, as 
one who had fought “to preserve 
the foundation of our institutions.” 
He was in accord with Reed in op- 
position to prohibition, as well as 
the League of Nations. In the 
Harding administration, he took an 
active stand against entrance into 
the World Court. 

Refused to Back La Follette. 
The candidacy of Senator La Fol- 
lette on a third party ticket in 1924 
drew a large German-American 
support here, but Mr. Nagel issued 
a statement in support of President 
Coolidge, which was circulated as a 
campaign document by the Repub- 
lican National Committee. He said 
that a change in administration 
would tend to unsettle international 
relations, and he opposed La Fol- 
lette’s proposed constitutional 
amendments. 

In the’ senatorial campaign of 
1926, the Busch family, to which 
he was closely allied in a business 
and personal way, took a deep in- 
terest in the candidacy of Harry B. 
Hawes, Democratic nominee. Yet 
he made an active campaign against 
Hawes and in support of Senator 
Williams. In his speeches, he re- 
called the roughshod methods em- 
ployed against St. Loui: Republi- 
cans when Hawes was head of the 
Police Board, Hawes was elected 
Senator. ‘ 

In 1928, German-American and 
wet opposition to the Hoover can- 
didacy was strong in sections nor- 
mally Republican.

The 
commission, reporting late in. 1927, 
recommended gradual tariff adjust- 
ment, to equalize more nearly the 
benefits of the protective system 
between agriculture and manufac- 
turing, creation of a Federal Farm 
Board to assist in stabilizing prices 
and production, and other fiscal 
and transportation measures, 

He was one of a number of pub- 
lic.men who advocated release of 
the political prisoners to whose con- 
tinued detention the Post-Dispatch 
called attention in June, 1923. 
Twenty-eight of these prisoners 
were released by President Hard- 
ing. 

He helped also to get a pardon 
in Germany for an American, a 
former army officer, imprisoned 
there for his part in an attempt to 
kidnap Grover Cleveland Berg- 
doll, the American draft evader, 
who had taken refuge in Germany. 
He was national president for four 
years of the Central Committee, a 
relief body which shipped and dis- 
tributed food and clothing to needy 
people, particularly educators, in 
Germany and Austria.

Treatment in- 

Cancer Cases

NE day a year or so ago & Phil- 
adelphia nerve specialist had an 
eplieptic, insane patient who 
escaped from restraint and wan- 
dered out into a cold, raging snow- 
storm. He had an epileptic attack 
and lay unconscious for several 
hours in the snow. He was thinly 
and poorly clad, and when he was 
found his body temperature was re- 
duced to about 80. No @hought or 
hope was held out for his recovery, 
but with surprising absence .of 
symptoms he returned to normal, 

But something else happened. He 
was also suffering with a cancer, 
and after the freezing the cancer 
began to disappear. A section was 
taken out of it for microscopic ex- 
amination and it was found that 
the nuclei of the cells had all dis- 
integrated and the cell bodies were 


‘| being absorbed, : 
Apparently cancer cells couldn't 


stand cold as well as the rest of the 
body cells. It had a selective de- 
structive action on them. 

Thus began the freezing method 
of treating malignant growths. I 
have just come from seeing the 
method in action and I think it has 
been one of the two or three most 
exciting experiences of my life. I 
feel as I did when I heard the first 
report of insulin in diabetes and 
of liver extract for anemia. 

A week ago I put down, as the 
most important advances in medi- 
cine made in 1939, the treatment of 
chronic deafness and the “convul- 
sive” treatment of depressed men- 
tal state. But if I had seen this 
freezing treatment before, I would 
have put it in first place.

THE MOST astonishing thing is 
that patients can live at all in these 
temperatures, The body tempere- 
ture can be brought as low as 70 
degrees F. and kept there for hours. 
and still the body returns to nor- 
malcy with no trace of its arctic 
experience. The patients all report 
that the experience is a pleasant, 
dream-like state, with a succession 
of happy, pleasing fancies. 

Of course, they must be anesthet- 
ized before they are put in the ice 
bath. They are given barbiturate 
hypnotics and then a spinal anes- 
thetic, and are completely asleep 
when. they enter the treatment. 
During their stay in the ice the po- 
sition of the body is moved by an 
The body temperature 
is recorded continuously. A small 
rubber tube is kept in the stomach 
so the anesthesia can be kept up. 

All this requires apparatus and 
facilities. .It must be carried out 
with great care and strict attention 
to technique. Few hospitals in the 
country are at present equipped to 
give the treatment. But the results 
justify the installation of these 
units everywhere in the country. 

Only the advanced and hopeless 
cases, for which nothing can be 


idone by surgery and X-ray, are be- 


ing treated, but apparent cures are 
frequent. It is naturally too early 
for the results to be assessed. The 
cancers may recur, probably will. 
But one of the first results is to 
relieve intractable pain. It is the 
only addition to cancer treatment 
for 35 years that seems to have 
solid, practical results.

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IT heartily agree that North de 
serves a big black mark for his 
failure to select spades instead of 
hearts as the final contract, but I 
am completely bewildered by 
South’s assertion that the contract 
should have been made. Surely 
North could not be expected to 
divine that East had made such an 
amazing underlead of the jack, ten 
and nine of diamonds—hence the 
play of the diamond queen was 
unequivocally correct. Then the 
loss of the heart queen on the at- 
tempted finesse certainly could not 
be criticised, inasmuch as the 
finesse was the percentage play. 
To repeat, North’s final bid was 
terrible, but his play cannot fairly 
be criticised. Incidentally, North's 
correct second bid was not three 
hearts, nor even three spades, but 
a stronger bid in the right direc 
tion, namely, four spades.
